Three  Books  Recently  Published; 
Authors  Y Religion  Professors

Three  books  were  recently 
published  by  Dr.  James  R.  Clark, 
Dr.  David  H.  Yarn,  Jr.,  and  Dr. 
Roy  W.  Doxey,  all  from  the  BYU 
College  of  Religious  Instruction. 

Dr.  Clark  has  edited  volume 
one  of  Messages  of  the  First 
Presidency.  The  book,  415  pages, 
sells  for  $4.50  and  is  published 
by  Bookcraft  Inc.  in  Salt  Lake 
City. 

THi:SE  MESSAGES  ARE  a 
source  of  guidance  fix>m  the  high- 
est authority  in  the  LDS  Church. 
Dr.  Clark  writes  in  his  pr*eface 
that  the  3Iessages  were  largely 
neglected  “due  to  inacessibility 
or  the  failure  of  teachers  and 
students  to  recognize  their  value 
and  true  position  in  LDS  doctrine 
and  history”.  Because  of  a real 
need.  Dr.  Clark  has  fastidiously 
gleaned  The  Church  records  to 
compile  these  messages  into  a 
book. 

Dr.  Clark  is  trained  as  a his- 
torian, and  he  has  a doctorate  in 
Education.  Since  1938,  he  has 
been  on  the  faculty  at  BYU.  In 
1955,  he  authored  The  Storj’  of  the 
Peril  of  Great  Price. 

The  Gospel:  God,  Man,  and 
Trutli  was  written  by  Dr.  David 
H.  Yarn,  Jr.  His  book,  211  pages, 
sells,  for  $3.25.  It  is  publi.shed 
by  the  Desert  Book  Company  in 
Salt  Lake  City. 

DK.  YARN  IS  A professor  of 
Philosopsy  with  a Phi  pelta  Liter- 


ary Society  award. 

Twelve  of  thirteen  years  ago. 
Dr.  Yarn’s  philosophy  concern- 
ing the  relationship  of  the  God- 
head, man,  and  truth  began  to 
take  form  in  the  appearance  of 
articles  for  periodicals  and  for- 
mal papers  for  special  seminars 
and  assemblies. 

AinrEB  HE  II.YD  WRITTEN  a 
number  of  works,  the  relation- 
ship persistent  in  his  themes 
became  apparent.  In  order  to  as- 
.semble  former  writings  into  a 
unified  and  complete  whole  sev- 
eral more  chapters  were  added. 

Part  one  in  Dr.  Yarn’s  book 
deals  with  the  Godhead:  Elohim, 
the  Father;  Jesus  Christ,  the 
Redeemer;  and  the  Holy  Ghost, 
the  Comforter. 

In  Part  Two,  “Man”,  Dr.  Yarn 
an.swers  the  question,  “How  does 
a man  get  to  know  God?”  Furth- 
er, in  Part  Two,  Dr.  Yarn  writes 
under.standingly  on  God’s  image 
creation,  in  “An  Approach  to  the 
Mormon  Concept  of  the  Nature 
of  Man.” 

THE  TRUTH.  AS  God  has  re- 
vealed it  to  man,  is  the  subject  of 
Part  Three.  Truth  and  Method; 
Experience,  Reason  and  Revela- 
tion; and  Metaphysics  are  the 
concepts  explained  in  the  final 
chapters. 

Dr.  Roy  W.  Doxey  has  edit- 
ed his  fourth  volume  of  The  T.at- 
ter-day  Prophets  and  The  Doct- 
rine and  Covenants  published  by 


the  Deseret  Book  Company.  The 
price  of  this  554  page  book  is 
$4.23. 

THE  FIR.ST  PRESIDENCY, 
the  twelve  apostles,  and  the  patri- 
arch to  the  Church  are  the  men 
who  constitute  what  is  known  in 
the  Church  as  the  prophets,  seers, 
and  revelators  of  the  Dispensa- 
tion of  the  fullness  of  the  times. 
Their  commentaries  on  the 
trine  and  C'ovenant.s  have*  been 
edited  by  Dr.  Doxey  and  compiled 
into  four  volumes. 

The  first  volume,  published 
eighteen  months  ago,  has  been 
succeeded  at  six  month  intervals 
by  the  three  additional  volumes. 
In  Dr.  Doxey’s  final  volume,  the 
commentary  of  the  Presidency 
covers  the  sections  107  to  136  in 
the  Doctrine  and  Covenants. 

DR.  DOXEY  HAS  prefaced 
each  volume.  In  volume  four  he 
answers  questions  generally  rais- 
ed about  the  Doctrine  and  Coven- 
ants. Why  doesn’t  the  Doctrine 
and  Covenants  contain  the  .same 
number  of  revelations  in  the  la.st 
ten  years  of  Joseph  Smith’s  life 
as  it  did  in  the  ten  years  previ- 
ous? and  Why  hasn’t  the  Doctr- 
ine and  Covenants  had  more  re- 
velations added  to  it?  are  typi- 
cal of  the  questions. 

Dr.  Doxey  is  the  Associate 
Professor  of  Religious  Instruc- 
tion and  Chairman  of  the  Under- 
graduate Studies  in  the  BYU  Col- 
lege of  Religion.
